WILLIAM MULVERHILL 

Behind those red whiskers is 
William Mulverhill, foreman of the 
Veedersburg News printing shop, 
former football player, profession¬ 
al photographer, motor cycle en¬ 
thusiast, hermit and deaf. 

Mulverhill is a hermit on ac¬ 
count of women. “I don’t hate 
women,” he said, “but you can tell 
the world I’m afraid of them. 
That’s why the hermit idea, and, 
since I live like a hermit, I thought 
I might as well look like one. That’s 
the only reason I can offer for the 
hair.” 

By living a hermit’s life, how¬ 
ever, Mulverhill doesn’t mean liv¬ 
ing in a cave and eating worms. 
It is simply that he lives upstairs 
alone above the printing shop, does 
his own cooking, darns his own 
sox, does his own laundry and all 
that. 

But although Mulverhill can not 
hear, and has hermit ideas, don’t 
sell him short. After all, the 
twinkle in his bright eyes when 
he “talks” of hermits and long 
hair reveals that it is just a gag. 
When it comes down to business, 
he is pretty well prepared for life. 

Graduate of School for the Deaf 

He was graduated from Indiana 
8chool for the Deaf at Indianap¬ 
olis in 1929. He has a silver medal 
for scholastic achievement, and 
upon graduation was offered a 
scholarship to Gallaudet College 
for the Deaf at Washington, D. C., 
which he did not see fit to accept. 

He has been with the Veeders¬ 


burg News for 17 years, so he 
must be pretty good. Since the 
old foreman died and the “boss” 
is in the army, he has been ele¬ 
vated to shop foreman, which is 
another indication that he knows 
the printing business. The shop 
runs all right, Mulverhill says, and 
everything is taken as it comes. 

When Mulverhill went into print¬ 
ing, he went into it for life. “I 
have no plans for myself after I 
quit the printing business,” he 
said, “because I’ll be dead then. I 
am expecting, however, to work 
here 10 to 15 years longer. 

“I took up printing when I en¬ 
tered the school in Indianapolis,” 
he continued, “because I had to 
choose among the subjects of 
printing, carpentry, shoemaking or 
farming. I also studied photog¬ 
raphy for a time and tried operat¬ 
ing a studio for several years, but 
I like printing better.” 

Train Pictures a Hobby 

“I became interested in photog¬ 
raphy because I liked to take pic¬ 
tures of trains years ago. I was 
a regular “Rail Pan,” and took 
several hundred rolls of film deal¬ 
ing only with railroad pictures. 
Photography is just a hobby with 
me now, however. I had another 
hobby, too, before the war. It was 
riding motorcycles. I had two new 
machines during my seven years 
of riding. 

“Before I entered school at In¬ 
dianapolis in 1925, I was an ac¬ 
tive Boy Scout.” Mulverhill rem¬ 
inisced, "and I have several med¬ 
als. During my career in the 
school I played left guard on the 
football team and won a football 
award. Unfortunately we lost all 
our games with ‘hearing’ high 
school teams. I also wrote the 
Class Will my senior year.” 

Born in Coles County 

Mulverhill was 36 years old last 
June 6. He was born at Fair
